According to Engr, Nussbaumer, a skilled technician employed in the SMV'a 
Karandage section (sic), SMV officials are dissatisfied with the current 
output of the Muehlberg and Neusiedl fields. Nussbaumer atates that drillings 
at Muehlberg and Neusiedl are now being carried to a depth of 1,800 to 3,000 
meters although repeated exploratory test drillings have indicated that oil- 
bearing atrata in these fields have a maximum oil content of 25 percent.
